Bounced 
Off Venus 


Manchester, Nov. Il. 

Scientists at Jodrell 
Bank announced — today 
they used thelr radio 
telescope to bounce radia 
echoes off the planct 
Venus, 

The waves were bounced 
of Venus in September 
when the planet mado Its 
clopest swing to the earth 
30,000,000 miles away. 

Tho slgnals took five 
minutes for the Earth- 
Venus roundtrip, 

Venun’ orbit takes It to 
within 25,000,000 imlles of 
{he earth at [ts closest 
point and avings 161,000,- 
000 miles at Ma furthest 
point, 

Jodrell scientists reveal- 
ed the signals were trans- 
mitted at 408 megacycies 
transmitting pulses of one 
thirtieth of a second every 
second, 

The radio telescope waa 
set in automatic uration to 
follow Venus' path, the 
sclentists sald.—UPI

Ho suid that British newsy 
papers had never had to face the 
competition of commercial radio 
on any real scale. 

Experience on the other side 
of the Atlantic had shown that 
news over the radio was no 
substitute for news In the news- 
Papers. 

Scooped 

The radio repeatedly scooped 
the papers by getting news more 
quickly to the public but it was 
to the newspapers that people 
‘turned for detalled reports. 

A much more serious matter 
“was the diversion of advertising 
,to0 radio,’ However, as more 
money was made avallable for 
!it, the newspapers had not only 
j been able to hold thelr own but 
had actually inereased — their 
revenue from advertising. 

It was in television that the 
newspapers faced a competitor 
more powerful ond dangerous 
than sound radio, 


| Short-sighted 

“If we blind ourselves to the 
foct that television advertising 
‘{s powerful and productive, then 
we are being very, short-sighted 
indeed,” Mr Thomson declared. 

On the presentation of news 
on television he said there was 
nt present a delay in getting 
I flms across the world to the 
i studios,
